er banquet just around the 
corner, you may he asking 
just what is this organiza¬ 
tion about? 

Don’t let the name fool 
you. Ducks are just one 
small part of the greater 
picture of preserving qual¬ 
ity of life for all living 
beings from ducks, to 
deer, to beavers and, ulti¬ 
mately, humans, accord¬ 
ing to Bill Windsor, chair 
of Didsbury/Carstairs 
Ducks Unlimited. 

The more we cultivate 
land and add chemicals to 
it, the harder it becomes 
for our wetlands to do 
their job as natural Filters 
for impurites like sedi¬ 
ment and pesticides. 

“That’s why Ducks is so 
important,” he said. 

With Canada’s wetlands 
now diminished by an esti¬ 
mated 70 per cent since 
the early 1900s, Windsor 
said fundraisers like the 
upcoming banquet are 
vital to Ducks’ cause. 

“As we put more and 
more pressure on our 
water resources, the more 
important conservation 
efforts are going to 
become,” he said. 

“It’s critical that we start 
recognizing the value of 
what we have here in our 
water resources.” 

Windsor is encouraged 


by attention given recently 
to water conservation 
efforts within the 
province, specifically a 
cooperative between the 
City of Calgary and Ducks 
Unlimited to ensure future 
water quality in the Bow 
River. 

“There’s now a moratori¬ 
um on the water extrac¬ 
tion from the Bow River," 
said Windsor. 

“I expect there is going 
to be something similar, 
though it’s not close to 
that yet, but there will be 
something in the Red Deer 
water drainage soon as 
well.” 

Windsor said Alberta is a 
little behind the eight ball 
on recognizing the impor¬ 
tance of water conserva¬ 
tion, but it’s starting to 
catch up. 

“Probably about 25 
years ago they saw the 
importance of the deterio¬ 
ration of the water quality 
in Ontario, around the 
Great Lakes,” he said. 

“We’re now starting to 
see it here in Alberta." 

In its 55 years of opera¬ 
tion, Ducks Unlimited has 
raised $170 billion for 
water conservation efforts 
nationwide. 

The Carstairs/Didsbury 
chapter has raised in 
excess of $100,000 since 


its inception six years ago, 
and that money has stayed 
right here at home. 

There are seven wet¬ 
lands within an hour of 
Didsbury and Carstairs 
that Ducks Unlimited is 
working to retain or 
restore, and 94 per cent of 
funds raised locally go 
into those projects, said 
Windsor. 

Combine that with funds 
the parent organization 
has injected for a total 
expenditure of $4.2 mil¬ 
lion on local water proj¬ 
ects. 

This year’s banquet 
fundraiser, scheduled for 
Saturday, April 14 at the 
Didsbury Memorial 

Complex, promises to be 
the best yet, said Windsor. 

The event kicks off at 
5:30 p.ni. with a silent 
auction, games and raf¬ 
fles, followed by a roast 
beef dinner with all the 
trimmings. 

Auctioneers Greg 

Sanderson and Jim 
Crawford, from Olds 
Auction Mart, will then 
host a live auction.

There were no cows on 
the farm when we took 
over and it was several 
years before we had much 
in the way of a beef herd 
but gradually we bought a 
few head from neighbours 
or the Auction Mart, kept 
some of our own heifers, 
culled the less attractive, 
the old and the cranky 
and finally had quite a 
lovely bunch of sleek and 
shiny, mostly sweet-tem¬ 
pered, red and black, 
Angus cows. In the early 
years we had a few 
Hereford bulls so some of 
our cows have brockle 
faces, there are two with 
white tails so there must 
have been a Pinzgaur 
strain back there some¬ 
where and there are a 
couple with just a hint of 
shaggy bangs to remind us 
of two Highland heifers 
that we bought at a bar¬ 
gain about ten genera¬ 
tions ago. 

It probably took us ten 
years to build the herd to 
what we felt our pastures 


could handle and now for 
the past four or five years 
we have been gradually 
cutting back to what we 
think we can handle. This 
means there have to have 
been at least 25 years 
when we had what we felt 
was all the cattle this farm 
could manage. That 's forty 
calving seasons of late 
night and early morning 
checks and who knows 
how many assisted births 
and slogs through the 
mud. Who knows how 
many times we had to put 
a cow in the squeeze and 
hold a weak or just plain 
stupid calf up to a flaccid 
teat and how many times 
did we milk out a few pre¬ 
cious cups of colostrum 
and pour it down the 
throat of a calf that had no 
will to live. There were 
cows who had twins and 
raised them splendidly 
and then there were cows 
who had twins and totally 
refused the responsibility 
of more than one child. 
UlsI year a cow had two 
babies and accepted both 
of them but one fell into 
the spring, had to be res¬ 
cued, and after the calf 
had been dried and 
warmed in the house the 


mother wouldn't take it 
back. We locked them up 
together and augmented 
the rejected child with 
bottles until it learned to 
steal. She has twins again 
this year and is cheerfully 
feeding them both. 

For many years if a cow 
lost her calf we would buy 
a calf from the Auction 
Mart or from a dairy and 
try for an adoption. Once 
in a while we would get a 
cow with a strong mater¬ 
nal instinct who would 
take on an orphan child 
with minimum encourage¬ 
ment, but these happy 
alliances were rare. More 
often we kept cow and calf 
confined for days and gave 
the cow extra grain until 
she gradually quit trying to 
smack the calf into the 
next corral. If the calf was 
strong and aggressive 
there was hope but if the 
calf stood back and looked 
pitiful it was a long and 
frustrating process. 
Usually the cow and calf 
come to an understanding 
but they rarely bond and 
an adopted calf never 
looks really well groomed. 

We are nearing the end 
of whal is probably our 
last calving season and 


there are a lot of emotions 
involved. On a cold and 
dreary day when a cow is 
taking too long to deliver I 
can only think, “we are too 
old for this, I don't want to 
go out there and grapple 
with ropes and chains and 
we should have quit two 
years ago.” But when the 
calf is safely delivered, 
struggles to its feet and is 
joyfully welcomed by its 
mom I think, “ is this the 
last time we will get to 
witness this miracle, 
maybe we should keep 
them one more year.” 

This year’s twins are not 
much bigger than fawns 
and they are so cute and 
clean and filled with inno¬ 
cence and wonder. The big 
guy that we had to help 
was stiff and sore for a 
day or two but now he is 
bouncing in the sunshine 
and towers over the twins. 
From my office window I 
can see into the maternity 
pen where a brand new 
red one is being cleaned 
by a very proud and pro¬ 
tective mother and further 
away, in the outer pasture, 
a cluster of mothers and 
babies lie in fresh dry bed¬ 
ding and bask in the sun. 

Our grandchildren are 
three and five and it's a big 
thing to go out on the 
GATOR and see the cattle. 
Will they be old enough to 
remember seeing baby 
calves at Grandpa's farm? 
Maybe we should keep a 
few for just one more year.

It’s easy to shop 
local first 

I have to say that I disagree with comments made at the 
March 14 Town Hall meeting as reported in the March 
20th issue of the Didsbury Review. It was reported that 
"there isn't sufficient retail available (in Didsbury) to sup¬ 
port the Chamber's 'Ixical First’ ideology". 

Personally, from a retail point of view, I can find jusi 
about everything I need right here in Didsbury, with very 
few exceptions. My day-to-day purchases (food, gas, toi¬ 
letries, most of my clothing), all can be readily found 
right here in town. If I can't find what I'm looking for, I 
ask the store owner if it can be brought in; nine times out 
of ten, it can. 

As far as the service sector goes, Didsbury has doctors, 
optometrists, dentists, chiropractors, and massage thera¬ 
pists. There are physical fitness centres, lawyers, hair 
designers, accountants, financial planners, computer 
repairmen, insurance agents, stationery supplier, and 
financial institutions. 

But that is not entirely the point. 

The Chamber's “Local First ideology”, as it was 
referred to, has always been that of an “awareness cam¬ 
paign". The Chamber has never said "Shop in Didsbury 
only". It has always said, "Look at Didsbury first.” 

The Chamber's own purc hasing policy is to purchase 
from Chamber members first, Didsbury businesses next, 
then County businesses, and so on. 

What we have to remember is that “shopping local ” is 
not limited to Didsbury. A “shopping local” philosophy 
means keeping as many of your dollars in the area as pos¬ 
sible. If you need a new fridge or dishwasher, and you 
don't find what you are looking for here in Didsbury (at 
Sears), then look to Olds as your second choice. What is 
critical is that we keep our hard-earned dollars circulat¬ 
ing in the region. Don't forget, if Otto's AVU sees an 
increase in sales to Didsbury residents, they will be more 
likely to support a Didsbury hockey or minor ball team 
with their own sponsorship dollars, than if they see 
Didsbury residents buying in Calgary or Red Deer, and 
not supporting local businesses. 

That's what shopping local is all about. Keeping our 
dollars circulating in our community. It can be done.
